The town of Spanish Fort in 
Montague County was establish­ 
ed on Village Creek, now silted 
up but then a pretty stream. Just 
across Red River was. of course. 
Indian Territory, which was in-' 
fested by numerous outlaws, who 
requently came to Spanish Fort. 
Three outlaws were lynched not 
far from the town but in lndUfn| 
Territory. 
Spanish Fort itself 
witnessed 
may exciting events. A woman1 
whose husband had been killed 
moved from the farm into town • 
Three 
men 
were 
suspected o f 
having killed the fanner. Per­ 
haps 
the 
slayers thought that 
the widow might know too much. 
One night, her house was fired 
into; she ran out and was killed. 
The outrage led to the immed­ 
iate forming of a posse and three 
men were tracked into a thicket. 
The 
thicket 
was 
surrounded, 
then 
two 
brave 
men—George 
Howard and Dave Price—crawl­ 
ed into the underbrush, got the 
drop on the trio and took them 
prisoner. They were tried; 
two 
were hanged and the other re­ 
ceived a long prison term. 
One of the busiest spots in 
Spanish Fort 
was the Cowboy 
Saloon. On Christm as Eve, about 
18?2, cowboys shot the front out 
of the saloon. Hundreds of shells 
were picked up next morning. 
Almost in front of the Cowboy 
Saloon, a 
pitched 
battle 
took 
place. Six men (three on each 
side) m et face to face and bul­ 
lets began 
flying. 
When 
the 
shooting ended, one group had 
been wiped out. 
But life had its lighter side, 
too. Broke and thirsty, one cow­ 
boy said to another, "Ten you 
what we’ll do. I ’ll go in the sal­ 
oon and. after while, you come 
in and HI offer to bet the b ar­ 
tender you’re wearing socks and, 
if he won't take me up. then 
TO offer to bet th at you’re not M 
wearing socks.

The 
other said, 
“You could 
lose' 
“No,” said his buddy, ‘take off 
your left sock right now 
Then J 
if he if he bets you’re wearing 
socks, take off your left boot 
and you’ll be barefooted. If he 
bet3 the other way, take off your 
right boot and there the sock 
win be.” 
And their little plan worked. 
A gambler in Spanish Fort was 
telling about a train being held 
up and he concluded. “It was a 
good thing I didn’t have my six- 
shooter.” Someone asked. “W hat

The gambler re­ 
plied. “They’d a-got it, too.” 
Spanish Fort was missed when 
the railroad built into the coun­ 
ty

1887 
and

dwindled until the once turbul­ 
ent place has only a handful of 
inhabitants now.
